Shall abide under the shadow of the Almighty.” 


HERE IS no more vital practice than that 

which centers around the silence. It is by a 

systematic practice of attentive contempla- 
tion of God that we reach an understanding of 
ourselves. It is in the silence that the light and 
love of God become a part of our personal experi- 
ence. It is out of deep and quiet attentiveness that 
true instruction is obtained. “When he, the Spirit 
of truth, is come, he shall guide you into all the 
truth.” 


As we practice what we learn in contemplation, 
we develop character. The “secret place of the 
Most High” is both the beginning and the means 
of attaining the perfect way of life. In these 
modern times we have been pulled so far out into 
the world of sound and fast-moving forms that we 
have almost lost sight of the power that makes 
sound and form possible. We have become like a 
man trying to operate an automobile when he 
does not know how .o put that automobile in gear 
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and he does not know how to stop it. 

Man learns most by being still. “In quietness 
and in confidence shall be your strength.” Before 
anything can register in our Consciousness we must 
pause in our mental processes to let the impression 
it makes be recorded. This procedure is true re- 
garding all our senses. Before we know God we 
need to “‘taste and see that Jehovah is good.” We 
need to be silent before Him, “that we might 
know the things that were freely given to us of 
God.” To enter “the secret place of the Most 
High” we must “incline our hearts unto him.” 
Then we know and feel the Spirit of God that 
moves within us, within every living form about 
us. Then we know that, “In him we live, and 
move, and have our being.” God also lives and 
has being in us. To know this is to ‘abide under 
the shadow of the Almighty.” 

Very often our attempts at entering into “‘the 
secret place’’ are burdened with the idea of spe- 
cific physical position, location, objects, and forms. 
The purpose of being silent is to become aware 
that we are “under the shadow of the Almighty” 
and filled with the Spirit of the “Most High.” 
This Spirit is the life-giving Spirit. It moved to 
create the world and all that is in the world. It 
has kept the world in rhythmic operation since the 
beginning of time. It does all this with less noise

and effort than we require in breathing. Even our 
modern scientists think of creation in terms of 
rhythm, melody, and resonance. It is in the act 
of being silent before God that we sense the 
mighty movement which underlies the whole of 
creation, making it productive. “Be still, and 
know,” is the way of life. 

Electricity is a great force, and it is silent in 
its nature and action. Manufacturers of electrical 
equipment strive to keep the equipment silent. 
Noise indicates interference with efficient opera- 
tion, waste of energy, and disintegration of ma- 
chinery. This situation is prevalent in all types of 
power equipment. Modern industry is discovering 
that silence is not only golden but it is essential to 
the highest development of productive power. 
Great men in production have found this princi- 
ple true in developing their own capacities. 

To be still is to renew, refresh, and revitalize 
our mind. As we are still, we pull our mind away 
from the sights and sounds of the world and 
focus our attention on the Almighty, whose love 
and power are infinite to swing worlds and solar 
systems with the same ease we employ in raising 
a hand. 

David found that “God is my strong fortress; 
and he guideth the perfect in his way.” His 
achievements speak eloquently of the wisdom of 
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seeking the Lord. Why should we not seek the 
mighty Spirit that is “over all, and through all, 
and in all,” the Spirit that moves heaven and 
earth? It will move us to mighty and satisfying 
achievement. 

It is the power of the Most High that keeps us 
alive and moves within us to preserve its own cre- 
ation. It is the height of foolishness to attempt 
self-motivation when we have His presence and 
power to guide and guard us. As the poet Tenny- 
son tells us: 

‘Speak to Him, thou, for He hears, and Spirit with 
Spirit can meet— 

Closer is He than breathing, and nearer than 
hands and feet.” 

We know how cumbersome and unmanageable 
machinery becomes when the power is shut off. 
From this we should learn that our struggle and 
effort are due to the fact that we have shut the 
power off. 

Our very life becomes accelerated and rhythmic 
when we learn to become still, when we learn to 
keep silence before God and to let His power 
motivate us. This is not just a pleasant promise, 
this is an inspiring truth. 

Why should we be timid about keeping the 
silence? To be still is to be in the presence of 
God, face to face with absolute power and wis- 
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dom. To open ourselves to the outpouring of His 
Spirit is to open the way to become a new crea- 
ture. This must have been what Paul referred to 
when he said: “Be ye transformed by the renewing 
of your mind.”” We have assumed that Paul meant 
to convey the idea that the flesh of man is trans- 
formed by a simple change of the mind from one 
set of ideas to another set of ideas. The renewal 
of the mind is a matter of keying our mentality 
to a constant discovery of the creative system that 
moves within our own nature and in everything 
around us. 

In the silence we renew the mind. In the silence 
we learn to look back of everything to the Spirit 
of the universal that produced all things in the 
first place. In the silence we search for an under- 
standing of all things, as scientists constantly 
probe for the foundation structure of the visible 
creation. They are constantly pushing ahead into 
new fields of discovery. The spiritual scientist is 
similarly pushing ahead into more intimate dis- 
coveries and realizations of the working of the 
Spirit that gives wisdom and power to those who 
find it. It is this thrill of discovery that renews the 
mind and transforms the body. 

Silence is the gateway, leading to “the secret 
place of the Most High.” Silence leads to power.
